another vehicle, subject to the 
limitations applicable in overtak­ 
ing and passing set forth in this 
act. 
“W hether it be caution against 
getting off the roadway, thoughtless­ 
ness or plain laziness th a t causes 
operators in many instances to take 
their half of the road out of the 
middle," tho federation head ex­ 
plained, "this can be overcome by a 
little thought and effort on the part 
of the driver to keep to the right at 
all 
times. 
If 
motorists 
will do 
this 
and 
keep 
to the 
right at 
all 
times, 
except 
under 
circum­ 
stances provided for in the law, the 
great toll of accidents caused by 
wrong side driving will be cut m ate- 
rially and m otoring will be more 
, pleasant and safer for all.” 


Although “keep to the right” is ] 
the universal rule of the road in 
America, far too many drivers are j 
inclined to “take their half out of j 
the middle,” according to the P enn­ 
sylvania motor federation, state unit 
of the A.A.A. 
Approximately 100,- 
000 of the 045,000 motor vehicle ac­ 
cidents in the United States during 
the past year were caused by “wrong j 
side” driving, statistics collected by ( 
the federation reveal. 
"Center lines are being built into j 
modern roads, high crowns elim i­ 
nated and other measures taken to j 
make driving on the right side of j 
; the highway easy,” said S. Edward 
Gable, president of the Pennsylvania 
motor federation, “but these do not 
cut down m aterially the num ber of 
accidents caused by m otorists on 
1 the wrong side of the road. 
As in 
; many other cases, the trouble is with 
j the driver. 
Many are inclined to 
: judge their portion of the road, not 
by dimensions of the roadway, but 
by the cars coming in the opposite 
direction and often are drawn into 
a position of danger beyond their 
portion of the highway by the fact 
th a t a driver coming in the opposite 
direction is keeping to his extrem e 
right. 
This is particularly so a t 
night, when center lines .jire not 
easy to discern, and the headlights 
of oncoming cars are utilized to 
some extent by the driver in deter­ 
mining his portion of the road.” 
Right-side Driving 
Mr. Gable quoted the Pennsyl- 
t vania law on right-side driving as 
follows: 
Upon all highways of sufficient 
width, 
except 
upon 
one 
way 
streets, the driver of a vehicle 
I shall drive the same upon the 
I right half of the highway, and 
shall drive a slow moving vehicle 
1 as closely ax possible to the right­ 
hand edge or curb of such high­ 
way, unless it is impracticable to
